| INDIAN SCHOOLS—MOHAWK RkE- 
SERVE. 

The Report of the Minister of Education 
for 1885 containa the following 
Inspector Johnston on the 
of the Tyendinaga Reserve : 

The four schools on the Reserve were ex- 
amined by me twice during the year in com- 
panywith the Indian Agent, Mr. Matthew 
Hill. Western Mohawk School was in- 
spected on the forenoon of June 29th. 
There were 18 children present; the order 
and attention good; there were seven in 
first-class, 7 in second, and 4 in third; they 
were examined in reading, spelling, writing, 
arithmetic and geograhpy. Mrs. Claus, the 
teagher is a Mohawk, and formerly taught 
the} Mission School in the north-eastern 
part of the Reserve; she has been a faithful 
and efficient teacher, but through ill health 
she intends to give up at Midsummer holi- 
days. This school was again examined in 
the forenoon of October 27th in the pres- 
ence of the Agent. There were 14 present; 
good order and attention; the house clean 
and the scholars comfortable and well 
clothed, ‘There were four in part first, and 
in all the subjects they acquitted themselves 
fairly; one in part second, five in second 
book, and four in third. They were ex- 
amined in reading, spelling, writing, ar- 
ithmetic, geography, language and mental 
arithmetic. ‘The result of the examination 
showed a marked improvement, and I am 
satisfied from the experience and energy of 
Miss Waterbury, the teacher, that she will 
soon have an efficient school. ' A map of the 
world is required, and Mr. Hill promised 
to supply the school with one at once. The 
school house, though a new one, needs 
sme repairing, but the Agent informed me 
that this would be done before the winter, 
and in a shorttime the ground would 
be fenced as the law requires. No. 3 
was examined June 4th, a full half- 
day being spent in the examination of the 
classes. ‘This school is now in charge of an 
experienced teacher who has taught for 
some years; there were 43 present; the or- 
der and attention good. They were ex- 
amined in reading, spelling, writing, arith- 
metic, geography and lanyuage and mental 
arithmetic. Iwas well pleased with the 
work of the pupils, which showed that they 
had been thoroughly and thoughtfully 
taught in all the subjects mentioned, This 
school was again inspected Oct 27th, in the 
afternoon, with Mr, Hill, the Agent. ‘There 
were 30 present, in cha of the same 
teacher, Miss Susan Loveless. There were 
7 in part first, 7 in part second, 8 in second, 
7 in third and 1 in fourth class. They were 
examined in all the subjects, and the result 
was very satisfactory to myself and Mr. 
Hill. he school house isa comfortable 
frame building, well seated and furnished 
with maps and blackboard. No, 25 was ex- 
amined in company with Mr. Hill, We 
found 27 scholars present—17 in part first, 
5 in part second, 4.in second and | in third 
book, They were examined in all the usual 
subject. We were pleased with the exami- 
nation. School house neat and clean, and 
well furnished with all the requisites It 
was again inspected Oct. 28th, in the pres: 
ence of the Agent, Mr. Hill. Order and 
attention good. The same teacher, Miss 
Anne Hicks, is doing all she can to teach 
thoroughly and well. Mission School was 
examine June 29th; 31 scholars present. 
The teacher has no certificate and nev 
tended a model school, ‘The schola 
poorly taught; and the school on the whole 
ina state miserable officiency. Again ex- 
amined October 28th, when 14 children 
were present. The result of the oxamina- 
tion was anything but satisfactory, The 
school-house ig on an excellent site, and is a 
very Comtortable building, well furnished 
with all the necessary maps. A teacher 
trained in the model school, and holding the 
necossary qualifications, has been engaged 
for 1586. L indu the Chief, 
Green, to do this, The other 
now in charge of qualified and trained in- 
atructors, 
has been left to me and the Indian Agent, 
I am glat to be able to report such marked 
progress in three of the schools, and hope to 
be able to report greater ellicieney for 1886, 
Mr, Hill, the Agent, has rendered me much 
assistance und is thoroughly alive to the im- 
portance of securing qualitied aud

Dangerous Articles, 


It Is often interesting and instructive to 
read the rules and regulations of a large 
company, The strange things that ore for. 
bidden show what some people oxpect of the 
corporation, A sign nailed up conspiououg. 
ly in the restaurant of a western ranch town 
speaks volomsa for the natural gallantry of 
the Inhabitants, and for the exhausted pa-

The following oxtract from en interview 
with a post-cflice clerk shows what the au- 
thorities have been compelled to do to pro. 
tect the mail service : 

** Destructive unmailable matter is divid.

and the other class cannet be mailed except 
when enclosed in tin or wood, Those articles 
that are uomailable under any circumstan. 
ces are liquids, oils, ointments, fatty sub. 
stances easily liauctiable, soft soap, powder- 
od red pepper, poison, inflammable matter 
animals alive or/dead, unless stuffed, frulte, 
vegetables, matter haviag abad odor, ra. 
zors, and fire-arms, except in detached 
pieces, These articles are not admitted to 
the mails knowingly under any concivable 
circumstances, Then candy, cake, confec- 
tionery, pastes, glaey, and sharp-pointed in- 
struments, including fish-hooks and needles 
are not admitted unless inclosed In tin or 
wood. This rule is just as inflexible as the 
other, People complain about both of them, 
but they complain in vain,” 

**What harm do euch things do in the 
mails ?” 

‘Two things mast be borne In mind to 
understand this: First, with reference to 
mailing olerke, that they work at night by 
an imperfect light, with great rapidity, and 
have to slezs mail matter by the armful be- 
fore they have inspected them; fecondly, 
with reference to other mall matter, that 
letters and merchandise parcels often go to- 
gether in the same pouch, In large ciffices 
separate pouches are provided, but where 
one pouch will hold all the letters and par. 
cels, only one is used; and in process of 
traneportation these pouches are rolled and 
shaken incessantly, and often subjected to 
considerable heat, Keeping these two facts 
in mind the danger of mailing these articles 
may be seen, though some people can't see 
it even then, Arazoris a peculiar thing, 
The blade can easily be pushed through the 
handle, When in a mall-peuch if a Webs- 
ter’s Dictionary falls on it, the blade cuts 
through any wood or tin box it is likely to 
be inclosed in, and then remains for 
the rest of the journey.

sist on mailing them loaded, They cannot 
be mailed except in detached pieces,”

THE CHIEF N TY OF ONTARIO 


To the Editor of the Tribune. 

Sm,—The chief necessity of Ontario is 
really the procuranc something to re 
place our fast vanishing shelter. On all 
sides, our woods—the small remains of our 
great forests—are being cut down, or from 
cattle being allowed to range in them, are 
become so destitute of young trees, and so 
beaten into a hard turf instead of a proper 
forest bed, that they are falling inte decay 
and blowing down. If cattle were kept 
out when the forest is yet good it would of- 
ten stay so, and remain valuable for shelter 
and fuel perpetually. But we cannot, in 
this country, preserve a forest if we make 
ita cattle range, It is}best to let the cattle 
have some bush to themselves, but not the 
bush the proprietor wishes to keep asa 
bush. 

But as this has very largely not been at- 
tended to, itis the next best thing to look 
about for a substitute. How ne y it isa 
short journey through Ontario will tell any 
one, I lately visited a district in which, 
thirty years ago, I had been one of the first 
settlers. It had been a tall forest far as the 
eye could observe, and as much of it coyer- 
ed the side of a great moutain, a vast range 
was visible, I travelled through twenty 
miles of forest—the forest was gone—there 


there broken by usmall wood or scrubby 
line of underbrush, or low thicket covering 
a piece of damp land; but all else reminded 
one of the steppes of Russia. The question 
was vividly presented to my mind; ‘*What 
will Ontario be if she do not better herself 
in tree planting ?” 

What I wish to recommend to my read- 
ers is planting of lines of trees, not decid- 
uous, tor those are of no use in winter when 
needed most, but evergreens, of which I 
have seen large numbers growing essly, 
here and there, in woods or near their bor-

e, where they can be had, or obtained 
from nurserymen, which should not cost 
much, asin the States they are sold, four 
to six inches long, at three to six dollars the 
thousand, larger trees of course cost more, 
and planted out there yearly by millions— 
if these or such were planted in lines along 
the exposed sides of farms, we should again 
have a sheltered country, and a prospect of 
growing much more grain to the acre than 
we are likely to obtain shortly, if we do not 
give shelter to the fields.

Don't be afraid to ask advice of those who 


are skillful and successful, especially if you 


have had no experience, 

Don't think you can learn everything at 
once, 

Don’t begin the business of growing fruits 
for market on too large a scale, or without 
sufficient capital, 

Don't buy planta of irresponsible parties, 

Don’t plant all the fancy varieties ; only a 
few of the tried and most reliable, 

Don’t select varieties of berries not firm 
enough to stand transportation safely, 

Don't mix diff ren* wnrletion, 

Don't neglect t» »e¢ vat all fruits (sxcept 
perhaps strawberries) In rows that will per- 
mit horse cultivation both ways. 

Don’t plant grape vines less than nine 
feet apart, at least one way, In order to al- 
low a wagon to pass easily between the rows, 

Don't set out grape-vines, blackberry and 
raspberry plants too shallow, especially if 
planted in the fall, 

Don't set strawberry plants too deep, 

Don’t plant corn among small frults; it 
will shode the plants and rob them of need-

Ruby Mines in Mandalay.. 


“ Diggings” are situated at Syapen 
about 70 miles to the northeast of Mandalay, 
and cover an area of a hundred squars miles, 
Tho system of mining at prsent employed Is 
extremely rude, Square pits are dug in the 
ground until the gravel bed is reached in 
which the gems oooar and from which 
they are extracted bya rough and-ready 
mode of washing. Beasldes rubles the gravel 
yiolds sapphires, Orlental topaz, Oriontal 
emerald, transparent corundum, spinel, and 
ziroon, The rabies are generally small and 
aro very commonly disfigared by flaws, The

No attempt is made to account for this de- 
cline in numbers, which is remarkable when 


we remomber that the population of the 
province has steadily increased during that 
period. 

Coming to the attendance of pupils the 
Report states that 8} per cent, of the pupils 
yegiatered attend school less than 20 days. 
To 1876 the number attending less than 20 
days was nearly 9} per cent.; 16} per cent, 
attendid school less than 50 days; 231,859 
pupils attended school less than 100 days or 
less than six months in the year. The 
Minister regrets such great irregularity, 
and states that it is quite clear that unless 
the attendanze of the pupils is secured, the 
expenditure upon school buildings and the 
training of teachers will be comparatively un- 

productive, The great problem is how to 
increase the average The Min- 
ister draws the attention of school boards to 
the clauses of the Act requiring parents to 
cause children from seven to thirteen years 
of age to attend a public school for one hun- 
dred days in each year, and especially to the 
clause inflicting penelties on those who ne 

glect to comply with the law on this point. 
We fear that all this will be of no avail. 
So long as the government lacks the back- 
bone to pass a compulsory law, so long must 
we expect the existence of the evils of 
which the Minister complains. 

Since 1876 the number of public school 
teachers has increased from 6,185 to 7,085. 
Itis satisfactory to find from the Report 
that many entering the profession are dis-

THE CHIEF NECESSITY OF ONTARIO 


"o the Editor of the Tribune. 

Str,—The chief necessity of Ontario is 
really the procurance of something to re- 
place our fast vanishing shelter, On all 
sides, our woods—the small remains of our 
great forests—are being cut down, or from 
cattle being allowed to range in them, are 
become so destitute of young trees, and so 
beaten into a hard turf instead of a proper 
forest bed, that they are falling into decay 
and blowing down. If cattle were kept 
out when the forest is yet good it would of- 
ten stay so, and remain valuable for shelter 
and fuel perpetually, But we cannot, in 
this country, preserve a forest if we make 
itacattle range, It is}best to let the cattle 


posed to seek a higher standard of literary 
culture, and that there is an increased de- 
mandon the part of bourds of trustees for 
such teachers. The Minister regrets, how- 
ever, a tendency on the part of some teach- 
era to remain satisfied with any qualification 
which entitles them to conduct a public 
school, 

There has been a smallfincrease in the sa- 
lavies paid to teachers. In 1876 the aver- 
age salary paid to male teachers was $35. 
and to female teacher 30, In 1884 they 
had risen to $426 and $279, It is unneces- 
savy to state that these salaries are much 
less than those paid to teachers inthe United 
States. The Minister urges on trustees the 
duty of paying teachers weekly, monthly, 
or at least quarterly, and pertinently asks 
why there should be a descrepancy between 
the salaries paid females as compared with 
males. 

The total receipts for school purposes 
during the year 1884 amounted to $3 
138, of which $276,084 was the legislative 
grant; $780,433, Clergy Re n 
other sources; and $2,675,621, municipal 
school grants and assessments. The expen- 
diture during the same year was $3,280, - 
862, an increase of $274,406 over 1876. 
The average cost per pupil on total attend- 
ance was $7.02 and on the average attend- 
ance, $14.79. 

The Report states that in 1884 there were 
207 separate schools, with 427 teachers and 
27,463 pupils. The total receipts for these 
schools were $190,454, and the expenditure 
$176,477. The average cost per pupil in 


these schools was 36.42, 


For the same year the statistics show 106 
high schools and collegiate institutes with 
358 teuchers and 1 7 pupils. The total 
expenditure on these schools was § 
The average cost per pupil was $30.26.

have some bush to themselves, but not the 
bush the proprietor wishes to keep asa 
bush. 

But as this has very largely not been at- 

tended to, itis the next best thing to look 
about for a substitute. How necessary it isa 
short journey through Ontario will tell any 
one. I lately visited a district in which, 
thirty years ago, I had been one of the first 
settlers. It had been a tall forest far as the 
eye could observe, and as much of it coyer- 
ed the side of a great moutain, a vast range 
was visible, I travelled through twenty 
miles of forest—the forest was gone—there 
wasia bleak and barren expanse, here and 
there broken by i small wood or scrubby 
line of underbrush, or low thicket covering 
a piece of damp land; but all else eamtrid att 
one of the steppes of Russia, The question 
was Vividly presented to my mind ; “What 
will Ontario be if she do not better herself 
in tree planting 7” 
What I wish to recommend to my read- 
ers is planting of lines of trees, not decid- 
uous, for those are of no use in winter when 
needed most, but evergreens, of which I 
have seen large numbers growing uselessly, 
here and there, in woods or near their bor- 
ders, just the thing for transplanting. If 
these, where they can be had, or obtained 
from nurserymen, which should not cost 
much, as in the States they are sold, four 
to six inches long, av three to six dollars the 
thousand, larger trees of course cost more, 
and planted out there yearly by millions— 
if these or such were planted in lines along 
the exposed sides of farms, we should again 
have a sheltered country, and a prospect of 
growing much more grain to the acre than 
we are likely to obtain shortly, if we do not 
give shelter to the fields. I lately had 
about three hundred letters from different 
parts of America and Canada, giving uni- 
versal testimony that where fields have 
been protected, especially in winter, by 
belts of trees or portions of forests, the 
yield of crops has often been double. 

I trust we shall soon see in Ontario, mil- 
lions of evergreens planted in shelter belts 
yearly. No labor on the farm promises 
at areturn, and the labour is not

IS DANCING WRONG? 


A Sermon preached by Rev, D, O. Crossley, in 
the Methodist Church, Deseronto, on Sunday 
Evening April gth 1886. 

(Published by request.) 
The Text was from Eccl. 3. go—'* A time to Dance,” 
This text has b quoted by many as 
roof that the Scriptures favor dancing. 
n this connection, however, you will also 
read there is a time to kill. I suppose that 
means the Scriptures favor killing and there 
is a time when it is right to commit murder, 

The wise man meant that there is a time 

when such things are done, but the right or 

wrong of them he does not state. Let me 
say here, and I say it without vanity, I used 
to dance from the age of fogyteen to nineteen, 

I attended very many balls and parties ; I 

played the leading violin in an orchestra 

which furnished music for nearly all the 

dancing parties held in the section where I 

then rected: T have played for more dances 

than there are people in‘this house( 1 mean 
separate dances, fifteen or twenty in an eve- 
ning.) So I know what Ijam falking about 
and Iam going to give you the advantage 
of my experience, At the age of nineteen 

God converted my soul. He converted me 

from head to foot and changed my life. I 

have not danced in that time and haye no 

desire todoso, I gave up dancing at the 
same time I gave up “kissing plays’ be- 
cause Icame to the conclusion that there

One | 
whose feet have been taken from the horri- | 
ble pit and miry clay, and a new song put in | 
his mouth even praises to God.” Think 
you, willsuch a one want to dance, No, | 
no, it cannot be, rather does he say 

‘* New songs do now our lips employ 

And dances our glad heart for joy.’ 

The Lord has taken the dance out of the 
feet and puts it into the heart. A Christian 
will not want to dance, 

(3) Is it proper for a lady and gentle- 
man to dance together?” Look out for your 
mock modesty along here or you may get 
it wounded, Do not be shocked at what I 
am going to say, for 1 am only going to tell 
the truth, I declare before God and you 
that I have seen attidues of body and liber- 
ties of hands taken in the Schottische, Pol- 
ka and Waltz, which if taken outside ef the 
dance would have shocked the modesty and 


were liberties taken at such times which I 
did not wish any man to take with my sister: 
and which, therefore as an honest man I 
ought not to take with any other inan’s sis- 
ter. Iexpect every one of you will agree 
with me when I give my views on this ques- 
tion. Ishall draw much from my own ex- 
perience as I proceed in the discourse. 

The subject is not ‘* Balls,’ We score 
them out straight, for we are all of one opin- 
ion as to their injurious effects on the morals 
of those who attend them, But the select 
parties, whether in a parlor or in a hall en- 
gaged for the occasion, are they injurious 
and hurtful? this is what we want to tind 
out. Imay here remark that in most cases 
the young men and young women who get 
up these select parties would themselves go 
toa ball, so there is not much selection in 
the company after all, With. reference to 
the matter of dancing at all, I want to ask 
five questions, and these questions will refer 
in every case to the professing Christian, 
Tam not preaching to those who make no 
profession of religion, for they will do as 
they like anyway, besides Christianity is not 
particularly affected by their acts, whether 
they dance or not, hut Christianity is affec- 
ted, and seriously affected, by the profess- 
ing Christian when his acts are thought to 
be wrong by any part of the community. 

(1) Is it expedient for a Christian to dance ? 
I qpswer it is not expedient for the follow 
ing reasons: We are all reponsible for our 
influence and we all have an influence. The 
majority of the world as well as the ma- 
jority of Christians do not consider it right 
for a professor of religion to dance, and so 
our influence for good over both of these 
classes is lessoned if not destroyed. If we 
dance people will doubt our piety, and why, 
because no deeply pious people dance. But 
concerning our influence over others, take 
the words of St. Paul 1 Cor, 8, 8-13. I will 
read these verses first as they are, secondly 
as they bear directly upon the subject. 
(The preacher read the passage.) Now let 
me read them in their direet bearing upon 
the subject. “But dancing commendeth 
us not to God, neither if we dance not are 
we the worse, But take heed lest by any 
means this liberty of yours become a stum~ 
bling-block to them that. are weak, For if 
any man see thee which professeth to be 
religious, dancing shall not the conscience of 
him that is weak be emboldened to do 
the same, and through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish for whom Christ 
died, But when ye sin so against the 
brethren and wound their weak conscience, 
ye sin against Christ. Wherefore if dano- 
ing make my brother to offend, I will dance 
no more while the world stands.” Now 
what isthe point? Whether we feel con- 
demned or not does not alter the question. 
But is our dancing an offence or stumbling- 
block to others. Only let it be established 
that there are those in the community who 
think it wrong to dance, and you must re- 
frain for their sakes, otherwise you sin 
against your weak brother, and by so doing, 
sin against Christ. Now isit not true be- 
yond dispute, that a very large part of the 
community think it wrong to dance, There- 
fore itis not expedient for a professor of 
religion to dance. 

(2) Will a Christian want to dance.” A 
few years ago that question was sent to the 
Presbyterian, and the answer was; “A 
Christian will not want to dance.’ The 
same question was sent to the Rev, Mr. 
Rainsford, an Episcopalian clergyman, and 
the answer came back: ** A truly converted 
person will not want to dance.” Not one 
church alone, but all the Christian churches, 
with the exception of afew individuals im 
each, say it is wrong to dance, A moon? 
light excursion moved away from our dock 
last summer; it was got up under the aus 
pices of one of the Christian churches of 
this town, ‘Vhe bills announced “dancing” 
us one of the feature of the excursion, The 
pastor of that church told me that the dane 
ing part of that trip was altogether against 
his wish, and that he knew nothing of it 
until the bills were printed and distributed, 
He then tried his utmost to prevent it be 
ing carried out, and stated he would have 
nothing to do with the excursion if it was 
persisted in, Ho was over-ruled, however, 
much against his feclings and desires, A 
real carnest Christian will not want to 
dance—and will have no desire for it, Sup 
080 the Queen of England adopted a boot 
ack and he should say to her, ‘* Must I 
give up boot-blacking if I am to be the son | 
of the Sovereign!” And thon after he was | 
clothed in royal apparel and moved in royal | 
company, would he think of asking, ‘Is | 
it any harm for me to go and black boots | 
for a little Now in such case it would | 


insulted any virtuous woman. Why does a 
lady allow such in one instance and not in 
another? Mere conyentionalism. Now 
suppose to-morrow I call at one of your 
homes, and while talking to your wite or 
daughter, I place my arm around her waist, 
just where it would be placed if in the dance, 
and at that moment you come in and eee us, 
what then? I guess I would leave pretty 
quick. The quicker the better for myself 
and Iwould leave in disgrace, and the next 
week the papers would have something 
like this: “‘Rey. (?) D. O, Crossley, pastor 
of the Methodist Church, while visiting at 
the house of a highly respectable lady in 
Deseronto attempted liberties of such a 
character that he was ejected from the 
house without much ceremony.” At the 
Conference in Picton next June, I would be 
tried by a committee, and if not deposed 
from the ministry entirely, my ministerial 
character would be so blighted that I might 
as well quite. Such liberties as are taken in 
the dance are too sacred to be promiscuous. 
It is the privilege of a husband with his wife 
of a brother with his sister, or a lover with 
his affianced; but it should not be the pri- 
vilege of any man to embrace a women in 
the dance ina manner he dare not do out 
of it.’ Heathens are shocked when the’ 

see civilized people dance, and the Nort! 

American Tadian will dance together, men 


women to dance with them. I would not 
object to men dancing together, or women 
dancing together; but they do not seem to 
care for that, they say it is the dullest thing 
inthe world. There isn’t ayoung man in this 
town who would go across the street to put 
hisarm around and dance with another 
young man, If the attraction was in the 
dance itself, men would dance together; 
they play cards together, they drink to- 
gether and are happy and satisfied. Again, 
if the attraction was in the dance itself, 
square dances would be as popular, Now 
any one who knows anything about danc- 
ing knows that square dances give more 
ease to the carriage than round dances do, 
yet the round dances are the most popular.

When tetting a ben get all the donble- 
yolked eggs you can, A ben that covers only 
twelve eggs oan thus be made to do the work 
of two. She will have no trouble caring for 
the chicks after they are hatohed, 

A hen is a voractous bird ; If allowed to, It 
will consume five whole peoks of corn or its 
equivalent, ina year, Tois Is paying too 
high o price for eggs, and if fowls oan ‘*plok” 
their way through the summer they ought to 
be made to do so in the winter. : 

Do not give oyster shells to the hens ; 
burn them up for manurial purposes and feed 
the hens broken egg shells instead, Then 
when they cannot get them otherwise, they 
will eattheir eggs and thus save you the 
trouble of searching for them in the hay- 
mow or under the barn, 


Ke sure that your poultry have no loose 
sand or ashes near tholr quarters, Other-

Strict attention to these points will make 
eggs soarce even In the warm weather, and 
will of course enhance their money value,

Tramp Telgraph Offices. 


At last we are to have a telegraph office 
on every train, Although inventors have 
been puzzling their brains over the matter 
for a number of years, it was not believed 
that they would ever accomplish any satis- 
factory result, for it seemed a sheer impos- 
sibility to send a dispatch from a train moy- 
ing at the rate of thirty or forty miles an 
hour. Theredoubtable Edison, however, has 
shown that can be done, and has patented 
hia Invention, It is a simple feat after all, 
the only wonderful thing In conneotion with 
it, being that we hadn’t all thought how it 
could be managed, long ago. 

The electric ourrent utilized for the pur- 
pose of telegraphing from a train is generat- 
ed by a battery on one of the cara and con- 
ducted to the roof from which it passes 
through the air to the ordinary telegraph 
wires aleng the track, The distence from 
the top of the car to the wires Is so short 
that the electric current meets but little re- 
sistance in its passage frem the oar roof to 
the wires, Messages are sent in the ordin- 
ary manner by interruptions of the ourreat 
with a Morse key, The operator reoelving 
the messages uses telephone sounding plates 
held over his ears by a rubber band around 
the head, The usual business over the wires 
is in no manner interfered with by messages 
to and from moving trains, 

The benefits to Be derived from this in- 
vention are many, but the greatest of all 
will be the lessening of danger by railroad 
travel,

TYENDINAGA RESERVE, 


AGENTS REPORT, 


The following Report ef the Tyendinaga 
Reserve appears in the last Annual Report 
of the Department of the Minister of the 
Interior:— 

Sm,—I have the honor to transmit, for 
your information, the following report, to- 
gether with the tabular statement, for the 
year ended the 30th June, 1885. ‘This band 
now numbers 976, being an “increase of 
eleven during the year. There were twen- 
ty-four births and thirteen deaths. The 
four schools onthe reserve are fair ly at. 
tended, and the children are making fair pro: 
gress in their studies, The usual supply of 
blankets has been distributed among the 
aged and infirm Indians. The health of the 


band is very satisfactory, “Lhe. reserve is | 


visited by Doctors Newton and MeLaren, 
who take great interest in the welfare of 
the Indians, The state of the reserve shows 
a marked degree of improvement since 
the lands were re-leased, last fall to white 
tenants; new fences aré being made and new 
buildings erected. The far ming operations 
are steadily progressing, and may of the 
Indians are making good progress in farming 
and dairying. Since my last report the De- 
partment has repaired the Indian Council 
House and added a bell-tower to All-S tints 
Church, at a cout of abont one thousand 
seven hundred dollars. 1 am pleased to be 
able to report that the sale of intoxicants to 
Tudians has been greatly suppressed, and 
thatitis now an unusual thing to see an 
Indian intoxicated, Ican safely say that 
this isowing to the diligence of Mr. Con 
stable Gunyou, who was recently appointed 
for that purpose. The amount distributed 
doring the year was about ($5,442.42) five 
thousand four hundred and forty-two dol 
lars and forty-two cents, ;

RULE—GLADSTONE’S NEW 
BILL. 

Loxpon, April 8. 

Yesterday Mr, Gladstone asked for per- 
mission to introduce a bill for the future 
government of Ireland. In the course of 
his speech he said that the government had 
decided to establish a parliament at Dublin 
which should be both administrative and 
legislative. On account of the political 
equality of the three countries, England, 
Scotland and Ireland, there should be an 
equitable distribution of imperial fonds, 
Peculiar circumstances existing in Ireland 
make it necessary to provide safeguards for 
the minority in that country, Government 
would be obliged to consider the class con- 
Trish representatives 
will not sit in Westmnister. 

He said that the Parliament in Dublin 
shall be a dual body composed of two ord- 
ers, each of which shall have power to veto 
the acts of the other. The first order shall 
have 100 members .and the second 200, 
Twenty-eight of the present Irish peers will 
continue to sit in the House of Lords and 
they will be granted option of having seats 
for life in the first Irish Order 

The office of Viceroy will not be discon- 
tinned. The Billintends that the viceroy 
shall be non-political, that is, the incumbent 
of the office will nut be expected to retire 
with the downfall of the British ministry. 

The Bill empowers the Queen to delegate 
to the viceroy such powers of her prerogative 
as she may choose. The Irish constabulary 
will remain under the same authority as at 
present. The Irish parliament shull have 
no authority to establish or endow any re 
It will be empowered, how 
ever, to deal with laws affecting trade and 
navigation, weights and mea ind pos 
tal administration,

THE BIG MILL 


Fires were started in the farnaces of the 
Big Mill on Wednesday, and soon smoke 
was seen issuing from the tall chimney, a 
sign to the expectant people of Deseronto 
that the most important of its manufactur- 
ing establishments would soon commence 
work for the season, Yesterday some of 
the machinery was in motion for the purpose 
of testing bearings, and Monday it is sup- 
posed will find sawing operations re; paras 
under way. The visitor to the mill this 
spring is immediately struck with the neat, 
tidy Bapeenle of the whole establishment. 
The walls and timbers have all been white- 
washed, and trucks and carriages painted, 
giving the whole place a bright and cheerful 
appearance which must greatly add to the 
comfort of the workmen. Mr. J. H. Tot- 
man, the superintendent of the monster 
establishment, anda milling expert of no 
ordinary ability, has effected several im- 
provements during the winter, all of which 
testify to his well known mechanical inge- 
nuity. ‘The principal of these is in connec- 
tion with the sawdust conveyor which dur- 
ing the day carries sawdust to the elevator 
and at night conveys it back to keep up fire 
in the furnaces. A small engine has been 
put in the neighborhood of the fire-hole con- 
venient tothe manon duty there, which 
will give power for the conveyor. The old 
arrangements outside the mill have all been 
removed and instead a suspension bridge 
has been erected between the mill and ele- 
vator. This bridge, which is constructed of 
iron over the boiler house, furnishes the sup- 
port for a straight shaft from the mill to the 
sawdust house by which all the- work of 
conveying the sawdustj is now done. A 
large quantity of complicated machinery in- 
cluding thirty-six feet of shafting, two pair 
of heavy mitre gears, two heavy sprocket 
wheels each weighing 500 Ibs,, and a heavy 
drive chain and tightener are thus dispensed 
with and a considerable saying of power ef- 
fected. The new apparatus is so arranged 
that it can all be stoppedinstantly. The saw- 
dust house itself has been raised ten feet. 

Mr. J. W. Dexter, the genial manager 
of the Lath Mill department, has also been 
making several changes which will tend to 
expedite work. Among them is a new 
machine which he has designed for cutting 
panels by power as well as by hand, anc 
another which he has rigged up under the 
small lumber department for the purpose of 
re-sawing small stuff coming in from mills 
elsewhere. 

In the engine-room, Mr. Jas. A. Davis, 
the mechanical superintendent of the 
Rathbun Company, has made several changes 
in the engines, &c. New shafts, eccentrics, 
steam pipes, governors, pillar blocks and a 
host of other etceteras have been added 
with a view to increased power. 

Besides the gentlemen mentioned above the 
staff for the season will be as follows:— 
Wm. Martin will be engineer, with Isaac 
Scrimshaw as assistant. George Parnham 
will take his old position as floor boss. 
Michael Dunn will be head filer in the cir- 
cular saw department, and the old staff will 
take the gang saw filing. Fred. Burr will 
superintend the filing in the lath mill, Alex 
Terrier will be assistant to Mr. Dexter, vice 
Jos. Sova gone to the Sash Shop. Mr. Neil 
Hunt takes charge of the wire rope convey- 
or. Mr. Thomas Johnston retains his old 
position in the belt and oil department.

rainfall through the abzence of forests to at- 
tract it, and by exposing every object on 
the prairies to constant drying winds, and 
to storms, which, on account of the 
general flatness of the country, are un- 
broken in their cffects. The absence of 
foresta alse tends to lower the temperature 
in Winter, ‘

TELEGRAMS FROM A TRAIN. 


The Electricity Jumps trom the Cars to the 
Telegraph Poles, 


A telegraph operator sat at little table in 
the forward car ofa train which boomed 
northward from Chicago over the Obicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad, On the 
table was a telegraph Instrument of peoullar 
pattern—one of Mr, Edison’s late inven. 
tions—which, Instead of clicking, uttered a 
faint duck-like ‘*rquawk,” and, struck fire 
at every effort, Olspped over the telegraph 
operator's ears wore small telephonic re- 
ceivers, which looked like ear-muffe, These 
werd connected by a wire with the 
“¢quawking” instrament. A wire con 
nected this instrument withthe axle of the 
car trucks, and another wire connected It 
with the roof of the car. The connection 
with the rails made the ground conneo- 
tion. 

The tin roofs of the cars composing the 
train was charged with electricity by means 
ofa simple electromagnet, and wore con- 
nected with each other by wires. The 
complete electric current was made by what 
is technically known as ‘ induoction”—the 
eleotricity ina manner jumping from the 
telegraph lines along the road to the tin 
roof of the cars, With the electric circuit 
thus complete the operator with the hard- 
rubber ear-muffa was sending dispatches 
while the train was under way. The dis- 
pitches were received at Wadaworth, a 
small station midway between Chicago and 
Milwaukee. The operator there heard the 
“ equawking’ of the instrument in the car 
by a telephone, and repeated the message 
by the usual method of Morse telegraphy. 
Mestages from varlous points were received 
by the operator on the car by means of his 
telephone ear-moffs, 

The train carried about two hundred re- 
presentatives of the press andthe railroad 
and telephonic interests of the northwest, 
The object of the excursion was to test the 
new system of telegraphing from moving 
trains by induction. It was given by the 
Rallway telegraph and {telephone “company 
and the Ohicago, Milwaukee & St, Paul 
railroad company, 

The first test of the system was made in 
the east a month ago, when It was pronounc- 
eda succes, The most important use of 
the syetem will be in the operation of rail- 
roads, By it a train-dispatchor can send 
orders directly to moving trains, instead of 
to stations, Many accidents can be avold- 
ed, and In case of an accident between sta- 
tions telegraphic communication can be had 
with the wreck. 

It_was generally understood that the test 
was with a view to the adoption of the sys- 
tem by the St. Paul road. Officials of the 
road say this is doubtful, Its adoption 
would add $250,000 yearly to the company’s 
pay-roll, and it isa question whether the 
benefits would offset the expense, The 
other day's experiments were entirely suo- 
cessful, The train conductor received the 
following order from the train dispatcher 
multe the train was running forty miles por 

our: 


P. J, Glass and Engineer: Run to Rua- 
sell regardless of No, 4, Answer. 0.7.K. 


The conductor answered from the run- 
nirg train, ‘‘2 13’ (I understand), A 
few moments later the train-dispatcher ‘ 0, 
K. 'd” the answer. This was the first train 
order ever sent in this manner, Many of 
the excursionists left in Chicago sealed dis- 
patches, addressed to themselves on board 
the train, and while under way they were 
received on the oar,

train, and telegraphed to New York while 
the train was moving.

Hints. 

The best remedy to otimulate the growth 
of hair and to keep tne hair from coming 
out le uvedalia, 1! the scalp is dry and 
harsh the ointment of uvedalia may be rab 
bed up with an equal part of vaseline and 
scented, Ifthe sebaceous secretion Is free 
the tincture may be employed, adding bay 
rum—one or two parts In cither oase the 
soalp is thoroughly rubbed. 

When trroing hot bread f-om the tine 
never sot the loaf flat on the table, as the 
steam sweats the bottom and it acquires a 
bad taste from the table. Alwaye sot it up 
endwire, leaning ogsinat somothing, If it 
has a thick, hardorast wrap it Ina damp 
cloth, Never cover hot bread in a box or 
jar, as the steam thusconfined will make it 
heavy and soggy. 

Never sun feather beds, Alr them thor- 
ough'y on a windy day in a cool place. The 
sun draws the of! and pives the feathers a 
rancid smell, 

When cleaning the dishes and utensils, a 
little cooking soda on the dark spots, with 
thorough washing in hot suds, is almoat 
equal’ toa good sconring, Ido not mean 
at the time of general cleaning, but in the 
daily dish-washing and every-day work. 
This is a very easy method and worth 
knowing, 


Cuorce Reoires, 

Bexrsteak Toast —Chop cold beefsteak 
very tine, add a small piece of butter, a 
little pepper and salt, aud a little gravy, if 
at hand. If not, add for one pint of chop- 
ped meat one teacup of water, heat meat 
until hot, then place a spoonful or two upon 
pieces of toast which have been soaked and 
well buttered. 

Sweer Sprines Murrins,—One qaart of 
flour, two eggs, one small teacupful of 

east, With one tablespoonful of butter or 

lard, Make these materials into a stiff bat- 
ter with water. 1¢ must not be stirred after 
it has been well beaten and set away to 
rise, The eggs must be well beaten before 
they are mixed with flour. Do not forget to 
put ina teaspoonful of salt. Ton minutes 
before the mealis to be served at which 
these mpflias are to appear, prepare for them 
a greased bread-pan, and with a wet spoon 
dip out the batter, and drop a spoonful at 
atime into the pan, Bake them quickly. 
Buttered hot at the fire, they are delicious 
for handed tes. 

FrRicAsEED Oysters —Take a alice of raw 
ham and cut in small pisces, put in a ssuce- 
pan with a pint of broth, the liquor of one 
ccaret oysters, one onion, minced, a little 
chopped parsley, sweet marjoram, and pep 
per. Simmer twenty minutes, skim, and 
thicken, add the oysters, and a tablespoon- 
ful of butter; let come toa boil, and take 
the oysters out, beat an egg, mix with the 
hot butter and drop into the pan. Season 
with pepper and salt and poor over the oys 
ters. Squeeze in the juice of a lemon and 
serve very hot, 


Tarioca SNow Puppixe, Three table- 
spoonfuls tapioca, soaked over night, add 
water and boil half an hour, add one quart 
milk, one-half cup sugar, one-half teaspoon- 
ful salt, beaten yelks of three eggs, flavor 
with vanilla, As soon as it thickens like 
oustard remove from fire, and stir In the 
whites of three eggs beaten stiff and turn 
into a dish for the table and set to cool, 

Dare PoppiInG,—Six ounces of suet chop: 
ped fine, six ounces of stale bread crumbs, 
six ounces of sugar, three fae, two tea- 
spoonfuls of cinnamon, one tablespoonful of 
brandy, three quarters of a pound of stoned 
dates; beat the sugar and eggs well togeth- 
er and then stir in with the other ingre- 
dlents, Stenm for two hours, if provided 
with a pudding mold, otherwise it will do 
very well to boll ina strong cloth, just as 
you would a plum pudding. Serve with 
sauce made in this way: The yelks of three 
eggs thickened (after being beaten light of 
course) with three heaping tablespoonfuls 
of lee sugar, a winegiaes full of wine, 
and the whites of three eggs beaten toa 
atiff froth, and stirred*in last. Ifscales for 
weighing the ingredients are not at hand, 
one can measure the suet, bread and sugar, 
putting In equal quantities of each, 

A Nice Way To Serve Tomators,—To a 
quart or two-pound can of tomatoes [allow 
six eggs and two teaspoonfuls of brown su- 
gar, a dessert-spoonful of salt, anda good 
sprinkling of black pepper. While the to 
matoes are neating in a saucepan beat the 
eggs up yey light, yelke and whites separ- 
ately, stir themin with the seasoning, and 
when the whole has stewed together for 
about five minutes send to table while very 
hot in a covered dish,

What an American Officer Says of tts Con- 
dition and Appearance, 

Col. De Lonoy Floyd Jones, of the U. S 

army retired list, writing from Dolhi, India, 
on January 20 says :—I came to this cam 
on the 15th inst. The native troops struc 
mo, andI believe our accredited offivors are 
equally impressed, as being far In advance 
ot what was look for, the Ghoorkas and 
S khs belng espooclally noticeable, the latter 
from their good height, physique, intelll 
gence, and genoral fondnoss for the service. 
They were among the last of the native 
tribes to ylold to British rule, bat have 
ever since been the most loyal of her 
Majesty's Indian subjects, They were 
thoroughly deyoted during the mutiny of 
1857, and did good service against the rebols. 
Their stronghold is about Ameritzer, a olty 
near Kahore, where they have one of their 
most sacred temples, known a3 the Golden 
Temple. The Ghoorkas come from Nipaul, 
in the Himalayas, and show much more of 
the Mongolian type of feature, They aro a 
rather short, but natty looking set of men, 
armed in addition to their rifls with a large 
curved sheath knife, which is worn on the 
belt, They are very unrelenting, and rarely 
spare the life of even a fallen foe,

of all arms of the service is made of a mater- 
ial called kauke, It is a species of Ameri- 
can duck of a yellowish clay color, and con- 
sists of a jacket, short trousers, and a pair 
of leggings oalled putties, being a roll of cloth 
wound around the leg in a spiral form from 
the ankle to the knee, in a manner similar to 
that in whioh race horsss’ legs are band- 
aged, 

For full dress the native as well as tho 
Earopean troops wear the tunic of various 
colors and of different facings. Red ia still 
the prevailing color, but in convereation 
with cfficers 1 gathered the impression that 
the karkee color, or drab, Is the one which 
many favor, as it so nearly approaches that 
of the soil as te make the soldiers almost 
indistingulshable; and I observed that 
when in the field, except jfor the turban 
which the natives wear at all timos, it wes 
difficult to discover a body of troops— 
especially if they were pot on they march. 
The Earopoan soldier also weare his topy or 
sun hat with the karkee, and is less observ- 
able than the native. The Ghoorkas are an 
exception, and do not wear the turban, but 
in its stead a species of shell oap, not un- 
like the jaunty headpiece of the English 
soldier, with whom, by the by, he frater- 
nizes more than any other of the native 
troops, * ° ° 

One of the features of this command that 
is especially striking to an American is its 
elephant battery of heavy guns, which £ 
took the pains to examine quite minutely. 
There were really two kinds of draught, the 
elephant and the bullock, there being 18 of 
the former and 300 of the latter. The wheel 
elephant Is placed in a pair of wide shafts, 
and has avery large, heavy, and strong sad- 
die, not unlike a buge cart saddle, This is 
attached by a heavy leathern band and iron 
chains to the shafts. He has also a strong 
breast atrap and breechirg. The lead

in asimilar wanner to that in which the 
lead horre in a tandem team would be, The 
bullecks accompany the battery not only 
for draught purposes, for which they use 
from four to six yokes to each gun, but be- 
eause they are indispensable In time of ao- 
tion, asthe elephant will not stand fire, 
He, realizing the danger, would be Jiable to 
stampede the guns, ana hence is detached 
whor the enemy is near, and bullocka yoked 
in. There were some svperb specimens of 
the latter attached to the mountain batter- 
les, in which the guns and parts of carrlages 
were on the backs of mules, Idid not see 
any yery. fine specimens of the latter, and 
don’t think there are any, particularly 
when viewed from an American standpoint, 
as I believe we have the finest mules in the 
world, Both the herse and field artillery 
looked well, and the  batterles are 
in the hands of efficient and Intelligent com- 
manders, Since the mutiny of 1857 none 
but Europeans have been used for this ser- 


Not the least interesting or notlcosble 
feature of this Indian service Is the great at" 
tention given to monly sports and exercises, 
Every oppertunity is furnished for the de- 
velopement of the physique, and for acquir- 
ing skill in the amusements, of which the 
most daring and probably the most popular 
is tent pegging. This consists In riding at 
full tilt and taking with the lence a rather 
short and broad tent peg from the ground ; 
and you may ba little surprised when I 
tell you that Gen, Roberts Jed off in this 
sport, and with his team of four made the 
best score of the season. There were nu 
merous other mounted and foot sports, such

The appearance of the ground ia and 
about the slight mound whore the reviewing 
officor was posted calla for some attention, 
as It was made up of all sorta and conditions 
of men, from those who wero in the hand 
some four in-hand with native outridors, to 
the humble peasant who had tradged out 
five miles to see the grand parade. There 
wore all sorte of mounts, but chiefly notice 
ablo were the camels and clophants I 
counted seventy-five of the latter, many 
richly coparisoned and provided with 
howdahs for carrying the famtllos of oblofe.

Travelers in the Indian country of Dakota 
have called it a monotonous region, But 
Helen Ludlow's descriptions of the fertile 
plains dispel the thought that the country 
is uninteresting.

Sportsmen should bear in mind that the 
close seasons for fish in Ontario are: pick 


erel from 15th April to 15th May; bass and | 


maskinonge, 15th April to 15th June; 
speckled trout, 15th Sept. to Ist May ; 
white fish and salmon trout, from Ist Nov. 
to 30th Nov. Particular attention is also 
directed to the following synopsis of the 
law:— 

‘‘Net fishing of any kind is prohibited 
in public waters, except under Leases or 
Licenses.” 

‘“The size of nets, so licensed, is regula 
ed soasto preventthe netting of young 
fish. Nets cannot be set or seines used so 
as to bar channels or bays. 

““A general weekly close time is provided 
in addition to special close seasons.” 

“* The use of explos or poisonous sub 
stances for taking fish is illegal.”

It 
spreads from plant to plant, and from field 
to field, by minute germs carried by the 
wind, or it may be in some portion of the 
plant itself; and these germs falling upon a 
healthy plant communicate to it the disease 
Another is 
the winter in the tops of the potato, as well 
1s in the tuber itself, with unimpaired vita 
lity, and their growth and development 
will begin justas soon as they are placed in 
the favorable conditions ; in other words, as 
sooh as they come into contact with the po 
tato plant ina moist or growing state. A 
hird is, that an infected potato isa 
entre for the spread of the disease 

one in a field being sufficient, in the proper 
state of weather, to spread the infection to 
the field Now, for a few

The only draw-back last year was the

other respect. Markets during the winter 
were pretty good, so that all qualities were 
taken, prices ranged from 30 cents for badly 
frosted to 80 for wheat escaped. And far- 
mers say that 50 cents per bushel will pay 
as well here as one dollar in Ontario. As it 
was the crops brought a very considerable 
amount of money into the country, and even 
the Brandon merchants are willing to admit 
| that they did a very fair winter’s business 
| It is very easily seen also/that even with the 
unusually early frosts of thellast two or three 
| years the farmers are steadily advancing in 
comfort and independence.

The Anarchists of Belgium and their New 
“* Reign of Terror.” 


The papers have given day by day full 
accounts of the riots, misnamed ‘ labor 
emeutes,” but really brigandish socialistic 
thievery, It has been no question of strikes 
with which the military have had to deal, 
or have to now, It was an orgie, an an- 
archist saturnalis, with pillage, fire and 
industrial ruin, Vindioating the rights of 
labor was a monstrous pretence, The 
basin of Oharlerol bas been swept as bya 
moral pestilence, From Liege to Mons, 


the great industrial centre of the country 
has been given up toa revolution of crime, 
Ite mines, iron foundries, glassworks, 


factories and residences of their owners 
have been destroyed, and all its wealth 
of capital has been scattered to the 
winds. The stories with which the press 
has been filled day by day are those in- 
oldent to times of war rather than of peace, 
One must go back to the days of the Com- 
mune for any approach to a parallel with 
the reckless violence which has lald waste 
the great worke that were the glery"of the 
industrial enterprise of Belgium, It would 
have entailed fearful loses to have enforced 
simply a reign of idleacss throughout these 
districts; but what has been done is far 
more disastrous—the insanity of idleness 
passed into the madness of delusion, The 
cry of **No more work !” drove willing 
work-people Into the streets, Workshops 
and factories, with all their costly machin- 
ery and stores of finished work or work in 
progress, have been wrecked and their 
conteats have been given up to fire and 
robbery. ‘* No more work,” It ls to be 
feared, will become something more than 
the delusion of men drank with the frenzy of 
success, The end is noteven yot. The 
military and these masses of misguided 
workmen are facing oach other at every 
point. Blood has been shed in the maln- 
tenance of order, and unless submission 
follows speedily more will be shed or tho 
country will ee Into the stage of active 
revolution, In sucha struggle the workers

THE MONTE CARLO DISASTER. 


A Thrilling Acconvt of the Great Ratlway 
Acc dent, 


Monto Carlo, the scone of so many sui- 
cides, has now been visited by a moat dis- 
treeaing railway disaster, Thos who have 
visited the South of France will not noed 
to_be told that the rallway here skirts the 
coast, and {fe fall of sharp ourves, at times 
almost overhanging the sea, and it ts, more 
over, n alnglo ne, A troin, It appears, 
left Monte Carlo on the afternoon of Wed- 
nesday week, and had no sooner started 
than another one wan observed leaving the 
station at tho old-hill village of Rcquebrune, 
Owing to the curve on tho line somo five 
hundred pecple waiting at the Monte Carlo 
station only too distinctly saw the two 
trains rushing at full spood toward oach 
other, No ides, says an eyo-wltnese, can 
be formed of the anguish that filled the 
minds of the unwilling spectators of this ap- 
palling soene, the like of which kas never 
before been gezed upon by so many horror- 
atricken people. At first everybody hoped 
that the collielon might be averted by the 
drivers catching sight of each other in time, 
The well nigh Hamented statlon-master or- 
dered all the bells to terung to make as 
much noise as possible, and the five hun- 
dred people 

RENT THE AIR WITH THEIR CRIES. 

The passengers In both trains were entirely 
ignorant of the impending danger, and 
nething availed to stay the hurrying to 
destruction of the two locomotives, The 
spectators watched the twocolumns of smoke 
get closer and oloser. Everybody, we aro told, 
screamed and gesticulated, At length the 
driver of the train coming from Roquebrune 
saw the fate which awaited them, and 
speedily reversed hia engine, The other 
driver, however, in consequence of the 
curve on the line noticed nothing, and con- 
tinued his a vance. To render the specta- 
cle atill more appalling to the beholders, the 
carriages were travelling along the top of a 
high embankment ekiriing the sea, The 
two trains were now only a hundred yards 
apart! now ten! A fearful ory of anguish 
was raised by the crowd, and the women 
turned away their faces, All, however, 
heard the shock like the report of artillery. 
The two trains were seen tilting up one 
agalnet the other, and then there was a hor- 
rible incident—a couple of carriages

and were™ precipitated 130 feet on to the 
beach below, if not actually Into the Medi- 
terranean itse)f. A thick smoke at once en- 
veloped all, Those among the spectators 
who had soffiolent energy left rushed to- 
ward the wreck, The two carriages which 
had fallen from such an elevation on to the 
beach were simply reduced to dust; but 
luckily there were only three persons in 
them. One’ was killed on the spot, the 
second was atill alive, while the third, a 
little girl two years of age, marvellous to re- 
late, escaped without injury, The two en- 
gines telescoped and appeared welded into 
each other, and upen them were piled two 
wrecked carriages, One second-class car- 
risge was thrown on its back—such was 
the force of the collision, Happily only some 
ix lives were lost, including a driver and a 
stoker, though over thirty passsngers re- 
celyed more or leas dreadful injary, No 
English appear to have been among the 
victims. We must not, however, be too 
sure about the extent of the casualties, aince 
the authorities who hush up the suicides of 
persons ruined at the Monte Carlo gaming 
tables would hardly make the most of this 
disaster. The railway officials have been 
placed under arrest pending an enquiry,

virons of London” (1796) is thus described : 
“she gun-wharf at Woolwich is of very an- 
olent date, It formerly occupied what is 


now the site of the market place, The 
Warren at Woolwloh is the grand depot of 
the ordnance belonging to the navy. ith- 


ih this warren is a foundry for brass oan- 
non, & laboratory for making fireworka for 
the use of the army and navy, and a re- 
positor7 for military machines, All ord- 
nance for the use of government, as well as 
the iron cannon made by contractors at var- 
ious places, as the brass cannon cast at the 
foundry here, must be proved in Woolwich 
Warren” 

One of the most notable * strikes” on re- 
cord occurred here in the reign of George 
IL, during the wars with Spain and France, 
The" rope: makers, desiring te restrict the 
number of persons in their oraft, refused to 
take apprentices. The King, to punish 
them, had eight of their number impressed 
as sailors, whereupoo every man (there 
were 400) stopped work and volunteered in 
the navy. The ships could not be fitted 
ont without ropes and consequently, to in- 
duce them to return to thelr work, the im- 
pressed men were released and all the de- 
mande of the strikers granted,

AT PRESENT 


The arsenal is surrounded by a high brick 
wall and has a masajve entrance opening on

O. the 
16zh of November she wen: to Eddystone 
Ieland to avenge the murder of Mr Ohtiders, 
a gentleman 7:3 years old, who had gens to 
an island called Bagga for the Purpoes of 
making some aclentifio researchos. The 
murder of this person {s understood to have 
come about under the following oirsum- 
stances :—Mr. Childers eogaged some of the 
Eddystone Island natives an eervanta, who, 
a(ter a short timo, ran aw ay, and told their 
friends of the stores of tobacco, knives, and 
other wealth in the old gentleman's house, 
Jast at this time a new canoe was 
waiting to be launched, and asit was against 
thelr religion to set her afloat until a human 
skull had been obtained, the newa of Mr, 
Childere’ unprotected poerition and his riches 
was most acceptable, Here was an oppor- 
tanity of having the boat blessed aad ohrist- 
ened according to the horrible fafth of the 
natives, and at the same time great wealth, 
tobbaco, and other treazures coald be ob- 
tained, So 40 warrivrs proceeded to Bigga‘ 
Island, called out the old man und butchered 
him, His head was taken off and his

A PLEASANT HERO, 


While I was with the wolf-bitten subjects 
of the Tear at M, Pasteur’s laboratory 
(writes the same correspondent) a present 
of tea came into then from the Ruselan am- 
baseador, and then a set of artists, who 
were deputed to photograph them for an 
illustrated paper at St, Pertersburg.

A Great Danish Criminal. 

A Copenhagen letter to the London Time® 
says: Tho incendiary who, some years ago, 
set fire to the Victoria Docks and cause 
a conflagration of a most dangerous nature 
and involving damage of several hundred 
thourands of pounds, has recently been con- 
demned to death for the second time by the 
Danish courts, and he Is yetnot 25, The 
name of the orlminal is Jens Nielsen, and ho 
was born ip 1862, the illegitimate child of 
aorippled motocr, He passed his youth in 
Danish workhouses and retormatories, was 
frequently ponished for thofte, and before 
he was 16 had twloo tried hia Land atsraon, 
After baving served his term at the peni- 
tentlary for these orimes he was sent to 
America, where he became a aatlor ; his new 
trade brought him to London, whero he 
underwent several punishments for minor 
felonies and committed the priccipal orlme 
of his life. For this he was, however, not 

ut to trial in England; it was during an 
Favostt ation against him for other reasons 
after his roturo to Denmark, that he was 
convicted of having set tire tothe Victoria 
Dooks solely with a view of plundering dur- 
ing the confusion, and the sentence for this 
and other orimes was 16 years of penlpulinrye 
He had only been o few montha in prison 
when ho made a murderous attack on one 
of the wardors, partly out of spite and partly 
booause he felt tired of life and wished te 
die, He was sentenced to death, but a royal 
pardon commuted the penalty to imprison- 
ment for life under severe guard, This only 
Increased his rage and despair, anda few 
wooks after hecommitted another murder- 
ous assault planned with the utmost shrewd- 
ness and coming very near success. The 
Suprome Court has now for the seoond time 
condemned him to the supreme penalty of 
the law, and it is not probable thot any 
commutation will again be advised to the 
King. Jens Nielson is tn fall possesston of 
hia mental powers, he in even olevor ond 
shrewd, but he isof a bottomless depravity, 
utterly devoid of moral notions, entirely 
dominated by hia ent fl of spite and re- 
vengo, and fall of sensational vanity, His 
execution will relieve the world of o real 
monstrum horrendnm.

CUTTING GLASS WITH SCISSORS. 


Many persons may not be aware that glass 
can be cut under water, with greatest ease, 
to almost any shape, by simply using a pair 
of shears or strong scissors. In order to in- 
sure success, two points must be attended to 
—first, and most important, the glass must 
be kept quite level in the water while 
the scissors are applied; and, secondly, to 
avoid risk, it is better to begin the cutting 
by taking offsmall pieces at the corners 
and along the edges, and to reduce the 
shape gradually to that required, for if any 
attempt is made to cut the glass to the 
shape, as we would cut a piece of cardboard 
it will be most likely to break just where it 
is not wanted. Some kinds of glass cut 
much better than others; the softer glass is 
the best for this purpose. The scissors need 
not depend on the State of the edge pre- 
sented to the glass. When the operation 
goes on well the glass breaks away from the 
scissors in smal! pieces in a straight line 
with the blades. This method of cutting 
glass has often been of service, when a dia- 
mond has not been at hand, for cutting 
ovals and segments, and though the edges 
are not as smooth us might be desired for 
some purposes, it will answer in many 
cases, ‘The two hinta given above, if strict- 
ly followed will always insure success.

The desire for fresh vegetables in spring, 
is not a mere fancy, but is a craving of the 
system fora healthful change in the diet. 
It is well known that sailors, who on long 
voyages, subsist largely, if not solely, upon 
salted and dried meats, are attocked bya 
dreaded disease, the scurvy, for which 
fresh vegetal are a ready cure, The fa- 
milies of many farmers, are confined during 
the winter months, to a diet of salt meats, 
almost exclusively as are sailors upon a pro- 
tracted voyage. Salted meats are conveni- 
ent; they afford a supply of animal food 
with little trouble, and the pork-barrel and 
the smoke-house are drawn upon from day 
to day, with little thonght of the effect up- 
on the health. As spring approaches, the 
desire for fresh vegetables becomes intense. 
Thefarmer is fortunate if he has a good 
supply of cabbage well preserved; these if 
eaten raw, as salad or cold-salad, will go far 
to ofiset the scorbutic effects of contin- 
uous salt meat. A  well-regulated farm- 
garden—alas that there are so. few, will 
supply, except in three of the coldest and 
three of the hottest months, an abundance 
of spinach, the best of all greens, Also the 
German Greens, or Kale, an excellent non- 
cabbage, which is all the better the more it 
is frozen. If cabbage are wintered in tren- 
ches, or in the celler, in such a manner as to 
preserve the stumps, these stumps, if set 
outina sheltered place in the garden, as 
earlyas the ground can be worked, will 
soon produce an abundance of tender shoots 
which are most excellent greens, and may 
be cut over several times, —Americau Agri- 
culturist for May.

THE SMALLEST THING ALIVE. 

In a lecture recently delivered at Sheffield, 
by Dr. Dollinger, President of the Micros- 
copical Society, he described the result of 
three years close study of the smallest forms 
of life. The Doctor stated he was now in 
wossession of microscopic lenses so construct- 
ed as to realize results let only five years 
ago were declared impossible of accomplish- 
ment. By means of these he threw upon 
an illuminyted screen various forms of min- 
ute life—one of these was a piece of hard 
chalk of the size of a’pin’s head, which con- 
tained shells estimated to be equal to four 
millions in an ounce of chalk. He also show- 
eda drop of water taken by himself near 
the reservoir at Preston, Lancashire, contain 
ing specimens of dismids which cubically 
measured were only about one millionth of 
an inch, ‘Taking a singie specimen of living 
organism from a drop of water he showed it 
upon the screen, and said by the use of very 
powerful lenses which had come into his 
nossession only within the last few years he 
had discovered this, the most minute organ- 
ism known. He had measured -the motor 
fibre of this organism and found it to be the 
two hundred and four million seven hundred 
thousandth of an English inch.

Loft, and carried 
unanimously :—‘‘ That whereas this Vestry 
has never before put on record its appreci- 
ation of Chief Annosothkah’s services to the 
Band in collecting funds in England to build 
a mission school house in @ secluded part of 
our Reserve, and its indebtedness to him for 
seouring from the New England Company a 
sufficient sum to maintain a teacher; be it 
therefore resolved, that a vote of thanks be 
now tendered him for what he has done for 
his people.” 

It was subsequently moved by Lay Delegate 

John P. Loft, seconded by C. W., Isaac W. 
Green, and carried unanimously :—‘‘ That 
since our Parish Church is in a dilapidated 
condition, and the funds of the Band are not 
in a position to build it ; be it therefore re- 
solved, that Chief Annosothkah be request- 
ed to proceed to England at as early a date 
as possible, to solicit subscriptions towards 
the accomplishment of this desirable ob- 
ject.” 
: The usual votes of thanks }were passed to 
the officersof the church, and the vestry 
meeting of 1886, A.JD., adjourned at 2:30 
o'clock p.m. The Incumbent pronounced 
the Benediction, and all returned to their 
homes well pleased with the harmony which 
characterized the proceedings.

TRE EARTH'S CR 


Mountains are the Resaltof GradualGrewth 
aud not Sudden Upheavats, 


Professor Bonney, an English scientist, 
lecturing on ‘the making of mountains” sald 
that modern research and experiment had 
proved that mountain ranges were not of 
sudden, spasmodic growth ; but had taken 
long ages in thelr formation. A compara 
tive study of the varloue kinds of moun- 
tains led to the Induction that thelr strao- 
ture was not due to vertical upheaval, but to 
the ** puckering up” of thestrata. The age 
of arange might be approximately ascer- 
tained by observing the age of the first un- 
disturbed bed. Tho Pyrenees, Himalayas, 
and Apennines mountains were compara- 


alblo it ls almost to reclaim It. Whence It 
comes to pass that wo sce some men, who

tade wan greaily dwarfed. Ono a globe the 
size.of the dome of St Paul's Cathedral the 
highest poak of the Alps would only stand 
up about half an inch, and the whol» range 
would not spread out to an area of more 
than twenty inches. As an interesting fact 
in connection with the making of mountains, 
tue lecturer jointed ont that the ranges 
haveatendoncy to group along the coast 
lines of continents and that the larger 
chains of mountains are found almost in- 
variably on the side of the larger oceans, 
As an illustration of this note that on the 
Atlentio side of America the mountains 
were almost insignificant in size, while on 
the Pac fic side the mighty Andes, &>., 
were found. In addreasiog himself to the 
question os to whether the uplifting of 
mountains was slow or sudden, Professo- 

Bunney adduced some striking facts to 
show that they were of extremely slow de- 
velopment, Starting from the data that 
the earth was once aglobe of molten matter, 
it was argued that the vast mountain 
ranges on its surface were the result of con- 
traction, and as it had been proved that 
lava waa a bad conduction of heat, tho con- 
clusion was that these ranges had only been 
formed after the lapse of many ages. Asa 
familiar illustration, bear in mind the ap- 
pearance of an apple when fresh gathered 
from the tree, and the appearance of the 
same apple some months after ; in its shrivel- 
led state it would present a good symbol of 
the earth's crust after the contraction it 
had undergone from the loss of ita internal 
heat. Under the sea, this coatraction had 
not gone onat so rapid arate, and hence 
the general aspect of the ooean bed was 
rather that of vast plateaux, with sl'ght de- 
clivities. The conclusion of the whole mat- 
ter was that the mountain ranges were to 
the earth's surface what wrinkles are to the 
human face, i ¢., an unmistakable sign that 
the earth is growing old,

For Life or Death. 


A year or two ago, a medical student in 
Germany, idly making purposeless experi- 
ments, flicked a drop or two of a drug, 
whose qualities were but little know, into 
his eye. To his amazement and terror the 
eye lost all feeling for a time, and became in- 
sensible to pain. He prosecuted his Investi- 
gation and the result was the discovery of a 
new aveithetio, cocaine, The mort minute 
particle of this substance, drepped upon » 
living body, for a time suepends the life of 
the nerves in that portion which it touches. 
Any operation oan be performed upon it 
without pain while the effect lasts. 

All the elements of nature might be divi- 
ded into two classes, those which quicker, 
and those which kill. Their effects are a 
singular study even to non-scientific ob- 
servers. Half of the alr which we breathe 
sands light to the eye, strength tothe mus 
cles, and vigor to the lungs, reddens the 
blood, and clears the brain. Another ele- 
ment in It, inhaled at the same time, dulls 
the sight and mind, and carries disease to 
every part of the system. 

Side by side in the grain of corn, lie the 
bread which is to keep men alive, and the 
liquid which will madden and destroy both 
body and soul, From ene animal we take 
a lignid which is the most wholesome of 
foods, and from another a poison which in- 
stantly st ps the heart's action, and kills, 

The material world, in short, is made up 
of countless active forces, each of which is 
busy giving life, or taking it away. 

There is a ourlous likeness in all pointe 
batween this material world and that of 
men, and nowhere is it stronger than {t Is 
here, Every man, woman, cr child Isat 
work for either the kingdom of Life or 
Death. We are not aptto see this clearly, 
though we understand readily enough how 
the sunshine, the warm rain, the pure air, 
and growing corn, help the busy live world 
about us to keep stropg and fruitful one 
generation after another, 

Bat we do not notice how the courageous 
truth, affection and faith of one man, day 
after day, and year after year, will send 
new vital currents coursing through other 
mon, nor how the skepticlam and rah aed 
of another paralyzes and kills hope and re 
ligion in his companions, A cheerful word, 
a friendly action, Is as full of sweet, whole- 
some life for humanity as the seod Is of the 
future grain or flower; and the maliolous 
deed andthe sneer are more deadly than 
the poison of mandragora,

Railroads Everywhere. 


The activity in rallway building tn other 
than civilized countrivsjis really remarkable, 
England ts hard at work on an Iron route 
from the Arabian Soa to Afghanistan, Tho 
railway has reached the Quetta plateau 
through the Bolan paws, The Russians are 
working nightand day on tholr trans-Cas 
plan railway, which Is approaching Morv, 
and will, in time, be carried to Backhara 
and Tashkend. The transportation lines 
are tobe In readiness for the tremendous 
confilot soon to take place for the possos- 
sion of Horat, South Afrloa has now 1,562 
miles of r all owned by Cape Oolony 
which pay a handsome revenue to the gov- 
ernment, Tho tron horse has reached the 
diamond fields and Is now on ita way to the 
Zambeal, which will open up the heart of 
Africa, If the Tory administration continued 
in England it would build the 280 milos 
whioh reparate the Soudan from the Rod 
Sea.

Farming in Fngland. 


The proposition that Great Britain shall 
buy out tho Irish landlords has agsin d 
rected attent’on to the condition of agricul- 
tural industries to Eogland. Facts are 
brought fo) ward in support of the assertion 
that nolthor in Mogland nor in Ireland can 
tonant farmers make enough money to pry 
rent for their’ farms, and that would lose 
monoy even if no rent should be co)lected. 

Carefully prepared and vory interesting 
statements of receipts and expenses are 
furnished for publication by English farm. 
ers, A tenant farmer In North Linooln- 
shire, who “has the credit of being an exoel- 
lont manager, a good man of business, and 
one of the best practice! authorities on 
farming in his neighborhood,” submits his 
balance sheets for the last ten years, He 
holds 480 acres, including 60 acres of poor 
p stare. All his live stock is bred on the 
tarm. He keeps 14 cows, and has a flock 
of 200 breeding ewes, For ten years he has 
spent an annual average of $5 83 per acre 
in bvying food for oxttle artiticlal manures 
and $6 80 peracre for manual labor, The 
rent, rates, and taxes have averaged $5 97 
per acre, Itis not an expensive farm, as 
such tarms go, and it has been well man- 
aged. Novertheless, the farmer has nota 
farthing to show for his ten years’ work, 
and for the year 1885 he is out of pocket 
more than’$] 300. Forthe ten years end- 
ing with 1884 his average annual expenses, 
including interest at 5 per cent. on a capital 
of $20 000, were about $12,385, and in 1885 
his expenses were 11.335 Oa the other 
hand, bis average annoal receipts for the ten 
years were $12 360, and for 1585 his receipts 
were only $10 020, showing an average an- 
nual loss of $52 for the ten years and a loss 
$1,315 for 1885 The average annual ex 
pense for rent, rates, and taxes for the ten 
years was $2 945, and for 1885 the expense 
on thie account was $2,380, If he had no‘rent 
to pay there would have been profits but 
they would have been small. As compared 
with the ten ycars' average the price of 
wheat sold by this farmer In 1885 was lower 
by 31 por cent , the price of barley lower by 
if per cent., and the price of wool lower by 
24 per cent, Here we ace the effeot of com- 
petition from Osnada, United States, India, 
and Australia. The effect of foreign com- 
petition also ap) in the receipts for live 
stock sold, which in 1885 were lower by 21 
per cent, than the annual average for the 
preceding ten years. 

A statemsnt submitted by a farmer who 
holds 600 acres in Borkehire, lightly rented 
and well cultivated, shows t! at the excess 
of expenditures over receipts was, $4,345 in 
1883, $2,815 in 1884, and $5 885 in 1885, 
The receipts in 1885 were $44 335 and the 
expenditures were $50 220, about $34 000 
being set aside on both siaes of the account for 
valuation of live and dead stock, seeds, til- 
lage, &o, The rent was $2095 a year, so 
thatthe farmer would have been out of 

ocket if he had paid nothing to his land- 

ord, These farms are said to be fair ex- 
amples and not exceptions to the general 
rule, 

The cheap grain of America, Australia, 
acd India, and the cheap meat of this ooun- 
try have made farming almost luxury in 
Eagland and driven many farmers from 
their holdings in Scotland. So far as wheat 
ig concerned, the preveiling low price in 
England is due to the development of the 
wheat fielas of India by Britieh capitalrather 
than tocompetition frem America. It was
